Get More Data on Petition.

Central Fuel 
Company 
Today Re­ 


ceives Bailing Machine to Keep 


Wells Free of Water 


Agents of the Indiana public* ser­ 
vice commission will come here next 
Monday to examine the financial con­ 
dition of the Peopes Natural 
G as 
company and the Central Fuel Gas 
company as a part of the details in 
arranging for the hearing on the peti­ 
tion of the two companies for in­ 
crease in rates. 
The commission has already had 
men here to appraise the property. 
The men who come next week will 
learn how many customers the two 
companies have and how many feet 
of gas they are selling. 
Then the 
commission will have the 
data on 
which to base their decision on the 
petition for an increase. 
Officials of the 
companies 
hold 
that an answer of the city of Rush­ 
ville to the petition, which was filed 
recently, raises no questions which 
have not already been settled. They 
say the answer questions the jurisdic­ 
tion of the commission, it holding the 
power of regulating the price charg­ 
ed by any given public utility com­ 
pany remains with the city council 
where the utility is located. 
These officials recall that the com­ 
mission ruled on the question of juri- 
isdiction when it raised 
the 
water 
rates in Greencastle on the petition 
of the water company. It is pointed 
out by them that the commission held 
in 
its opinion in this ease that the 
powers of city councils are set out 
by the legislature; that in this case 
the legislature has taken from the 
city councils the power of regulating 
the price charge by public utilities 
and vested it in the public service 
commission. 
The Central Fuel 
company 
this 
morning received a gas well bailing 
machine with which they expect this 
winter to keep their mains free of 
water. 
Officials of 
the company 
stated this morning that this addi­ 
tional equipment will make the field 
expenses of the company more than 
twice as great as ever before. \\ here- 
as they have had only 
one 
well 
cleaner in the field heretofore, it will 
now be necessary to have two men 
and a team of horses with a well bail­ 
ing machine. 
These things are cited by the gas 
company to support their contention 
that it costs more to operate natural 
gas companies now than it did in the 
past and at the same time the supply 
of gas is less. In addition to the ex­ 
tra men and a team of horses, the 
company has the- investment in the 
machine and it will mean additional 
expense to operate the machine. 
The Central Fuel company has had 
two sets 
of contractors cleaning 
the company’s well for two months. 
With th<i new machine the company 
expects to keep the wells clean all 
of the time. 
They will bail water 
from any well that needs it as often 
as once each day if necessary. 
In 
thé past they have allowed the water 
to accumulate in their wells until it 
was necessary to pull the pipes and 
clean them thoroughly. 
So far as officials of the Central 
Fuel company know, the machine re­ 
ceived today is the only one of its 
kind in use in Indiana. 
The Con- 
nersville gas company has something 
similar to it, and through its use last 
winter the company was able to give

nomination hut under the law one 
must be filed after the election giving 
the amount of money expended and 
stating whether any promises 
were 
made.

Tht* first officials elected 
at 
the 
election Tuesday will take their offi­ 
ces November 14. 
On this date the 
county council will hold 
its 
first 
meeting and organize. 
This is 
the 
date established under the law, which 
provides for a meeting the 
second 
Saturday after the election. 
Interest in 
the meeting of the 
county council centers on what dis­ 
position will be made of J. Ed Cald­ 
well, elected as a Republican from 
district No. 4. In certifying to tlie 
nominations to the clerk of the cir­ 
cuit court a mistake was made in 
placing the name of Mr. Caldwell in 
the fourth district when 
it 
should 
have been in the third district. 
On 
the official ballot the name of R. P. 
Havens appeared in the third dis­ 
trict* instead of Mr. Caldwell. 
Mr. Caldwell in the fourth district 
defeated Frank 
Megee, 
Democrat, 
while in the third district R. P. Ha­ 
vens was defeated by Rolle Zorne, 
Democrat. 
The general opinion 
is 
that Mr. Caldwell cannot qualify for 
the place and in this case the q u e s ­ 
tion puzzling the officials is who is 
entitled to the place. 
Opinion is about equally divided. 
At the auditors office the opinion is 
that when Mr. Caldwell fails to qual­ 
ify the place will he declared vacant 
and the county council will then pro­ 
ceed to elect a 
member. 
In 
other 
places it is declared that the candi­ 
date receiving the next highest num­ 
ber of votes would be entitled to the 
place. 
In this case 
it 
would 
be 
Frank Megee as lie received the next 
highest vote and can qualify as he 
lives in tliis district. 
It makes little 
difference 
either 
way the question is decided as the 
county council will be Republican. 
In case Mr. Megee should he given 
the seat there wiL* be four Republi­ 
can and 3 Democratic members of 
the council. The ballots presented a 
peculiar appearance in regard to the 
couneiimanae candidates. 
Only the 
Democratic candidates were 
placed 
in the right districts 
the 
Progres­ 
sives making the same mistake that 
the Repubicans did. 
With the district represented by J. 
Ed Caldwell vacant the county coun­ 
cil will be composed of the following 
men: Hiram Heney, John W. Davis, 
John McKee, Republican councilmen- 
at-large; 
Edward Buseher, 
Demo­ 
crat from the first district; Charles 
Davis, Republican, second 
district; 
Rolla E. Zorne, Democrat, third dis­ 
trict. 
Will M. Sparks and Albert Stevens 
will take the offices of judge and 
prosecutor the first of next January. 
The incumbents, John I). Megee and 
Donald Smith, were 
appointed 
by 
Governor Ralston when 
the 
R u sh 
county circuit was created and were 
to hold office until another election 
was held. 
The county board of commission­ 
ers will remain 
Democratic 
until 
January 1, 1916.

This is only the beginning of 
a 
“Trade-at-Home” campaign started 
by the Indiana association. 
The as­ 
sociation sees in it an opportunity 
to interest everyone not only in his 
respective community, but in Indiana 
a> a whole as well. 
“If YOU buy out of town and WE 
buy out of town and 
ALL 
OUR 
NEIGHBORS buy out of town, whaf 
in the thunder will become of our 
town.” 
This was the hypothesis the board 
of directors of the Indiana associa­ 
tion worked on when it met Wednes­ 
day, October 14 
to launch

“Keep American Money at Home” 
is the keynote of nearly all of the 
editorial writers, national

General Villa Reaches 
Aguas

Out Demands. 


(By United Press.) 
El Paso, Texas, Nov. 6.—The Mex­ 
ican peace conference at Agnus Cali- 
entes will give General Carranza four 
days in which to present his resigna­ 
tion unconditionally and accept Gen­ 
eral Guiterrez as provisional 
presi­ 
dent of Mexico. 
If he does not comply with 
this 
demand by November 10 the move­ 
ment of the entire army of General 
Villa will be ordered by the conven­ 
tion to remove Carranza from power. 
Vila has reached the convention city 
and has taken command of the army. 
Excepting a brief dispatch stating 
that there had been fighting between 
troops of Genera Francisco Villa and 
General Venustiano Carranza south 
of Aguas Calientes no details of the 
situation there had 
been 
received 
early today. 
The Villista troops are 
those the Constitutionalist chief has 
been missing about Aguas Calientes 
'M’er since the peace convention met 
there to settle factional differences. 


J he impression here is 
that 
the 
breach between the Carranza and the 
Villa- Zapata faction of the Consti­ 
tutionalist 
party 
cannot 
now 
he 
bridged. Carranza has demanded as 
an essential condition to his own re­ 
signation that Villa and General Za­ 
pata he retired from military activ­ 
ity. This the convention has not done. 
Another long period of fighting is now 
expected.

name this annex to the regular Amer­ 
ican Hospital. 
It is in a new school 
b uilding which tiie government took 
over at tlie b eginning of the war. The 
American Colony here asked that it 
b e turned oved to them for use of a 
hospital, all expenses to b e paid b y 
Americans; 
the 
government 
ac­ 
quiesced. 


Five weeks ago the b uilding was 
not quiet finished. Brick and mortar 
and deb ris 
were 
everywhere. 
The 
windows had not b een put in; dis­ 
order reigned. 
Now the estab lish­ 
ment is a model of efficiency and or­ 
der. 1 In a b asement room where 110 
kitchen was supposed 
ever to b e, a 
model kitchen has b een installed, the 
kitchen stoves and other machinery' 
from the Hotel Uarletou here having 
b een transported b odily to the hos­ 
pital. 
There is a dining room for 
convalescents; another for the per- 
sonal use of the hospital; there were 
perfectly’ managed store rooms; a 
[refrigerating plant; another where 
water is sterilized 
b y 
ultra-violet 
rays. 
American elevators have b een 
b uilt in, one for freight, one for pat­ 
ients; these were completed in five 
days. 


In Neuiily. the patients are admitt­ 
ed to the hospital and given a first 
examination. 
Those whose 
condi­ 
tion permit of it, are given a b ath— 
for most soldiers in the field stand 
b adl.v in need of water. 
The b adly 
Wounded a*re Washed as w ell as pos­ 
sib le and put to b ed for a short rest. 
Next comes the operation if neces­ 
sary', then follows the daily’ care of 
nurses and physicians. 


Lastly the dentist visits the pati­ 
ents. 
I heir teeth are filled or pulled; 
their gums treated. 
Soiue of the 
soldiers for the first time hear a lev­ 
in r(> on the sub ject of toothb rushes 
and learn what it is to have a mouth 
full of clean and well taken-care of 
feeth.

the soldier> may live. 
The horses are the property of 
Parke. Davis and company, of De­ 
troit, the leargest drug manufactur­ 
ing concern 
in 
the 
world. 
They 
are used 
to produce 
antitesetanic 
serum, which U administered to pre­ 
vent and cure the dread disease te­ 
tanus. The entire output of the anti- 
tesetanic serum manufactured b y the 
Parkt* Davis company from the b lood 
of their horses, is now shipped to 
Europe for injection into the soldiers 
suffering or threatened with tetanus. 
During the month of Octob er, the 
Park,. Davi> company shipped to the 
b attlefields of Europe more than ten 
times as much of the serum as is 
normally exported. 
The method of manufacturing the 
serum is complicated and the process 
taken more than nine months from 
star! to finish. 
Briefly, the method 
is this: 
Tetanus germs, which are merely 
vegetab le plants, are propagated oil 
a large scale in the Parke Davis lab ­ 
oratories, 
These germs 
are 
then 
pi.{a ed 111 a large receptab le ajiout 49 
t \ 
s(piare, which is Idled with b eef 
soup, or b ouillon manufactured from 
heel and glucose. 
This mixture then 
i- covered with sterile oil to prevent) 
ai>‘ from gelling at the germs, and 
permitted to stand for three weeks, 
duung which 
period 
the 
tetnus 
g» 1111* multiply into 
the 
millions. 
These germs excrete poison. 
The next step in the process is 
the filtration of the mixture through 
paper and unglazed porcelain. 
This 
operation eliminates the germs and 


le av e s ¡1 jHiisonous soup. 
This mixture of poisonous soup is 
then injected into the 
horses 
at 
Rochester. 
At the same time, anti­ 
toxin is injected to neutralize the 
effects of the poison. 
These doub le 
injections arc repeated at periods of 
ab out one week, for three months, 
when tile horse is immunized. 
The 
b leeding process then b egins. 
Each 
animal is b led from the jugular vein 
ab out once every month, an average 
of two gallons of b lood b eing taken 
each time. 
Ab out 25 
of this b lood 
consists of a straw-colored fluid or 
scrum, which is separated from the 
rest and placed in ice chests, where it 
must remain for from six to eight 
months. 
With the addition of a pre­ 
servative, and 
a second 
filtration 
through unglazed porcelain the pro­ 


c e s s j. complete, and the output is 
called anti-tesetanic serum. 
Whenever possib le, this serum is 
injected into each wounded soldier, 
to eliminate allpossib ility of lockjaw. 
Any shortage of serum in the medi­ 
cal departments of 
the 
European 
armies, medical authorities assert, 
would result in a rapid increase in 
tin* death 
rate and would increase 
the suffering of the wounded soldiers 
a hundred fold.
